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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Posi Jan. alto Aue. 81-1919: 


To the School Board of Piermont School District: 


I am herewith presenting to you a brief report 
supplementary to the one printed in last year’s town 


report, | 


In reviewing the work of the year some points 
should receive special notice. The teaching force has 
been loyal, earnest and efficient. The attitude of the 
pupils towards attendance and school duties has given - 
Satisfactory results. The citizens of the town have 
shown a spirit of willing cooperation in meeting the de- 


ok for better schools. The school board has met 


the problems which have arisen with openmindedness 
and good judgment. It is safe to predict that under 
such conditions school progress will follow with in- | 
creasingly gratifying results. 
In making the promotions in June it was not possi- 
ble to advance all pupils, not necessarily because the 


_ present teachers had not done their full duty but -be- 


ts vy 


eause the work of previous years had not been up to 
the required standard. The promotion of a pupil to 
work beyond his ability to perform is not only unwise 
but unjust and usually leads to discouragement of pupil 
and teacher. — | 

Four pupils passed the examinations for high 
school. These were Harold Ramsay, Josie Fadden, Clyde 
Foote and Stephen Underhill. Harold Ramsay had the 
highest ranks of any eighth grade pupil in my district, 
a result due both to natural ability and excellent teach- 
ing. 
__ ‘The retention of six of the. seven teachers at a sat- 
isfactory increase in salary speaks well for the judg- 


ment of the school board and argues well for the effi- 
ciency of the school work. No longer is it possible to 
_hire a qualified teacher for less salary than is paid to 
the scrub woman or the ditch digger. It must also be 
- clearly understood that the teacher’s salary is usually

her only income for the entire year of twelve months 
and should be a respectable wage for that period. 
School districts have no moral right to expect their 
teachers to subsist, on the charity of their families dur- 


ing vacations or eke out a living by taking in washings 


or picking berries for their board. The new educational 
law will assist greatly in raising the salary standard in 
rural communities through its provision for state aid. 


I regret that the redistricting of the state for su- 


pervision made it impossible for me to continue my 
work in Piermont. I thoroughly enjoyed my relations 


with teachers and pupils, with school board and com-. 


munity, and I bespeak for my successor the same cor- 
dial reception which was accorded me.

_ SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR TH E FIRST 


: ‘ . 


HALF OF THE PRESENT SCHOOL YEAR. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Piermont: | 


I am presenting herewith a brief report of general 
school conditions. 

I was not elected as superintendent until after schools 
had opened in the fall and so was somewhat handicapped 
by a late start in the work. Many of the books and sup- 
plies needed at the opening of schools were not on hand 


and much delay was experienced in obtaining them after 
_ they were ordered. The difficulty of traveling to the 


schools of the four towns over which I have supervision 
makes it necessary to spend more time on the road than 
can be spent in the schoolrooms. 

Quite a good many new books have been purchased 


. including histories for grades 5 and 6 and much supplemen- 


tary reading for the primary grades. ‘There is still need of 


_ more reading for all grades, additional histories and wall 


maps for all schools. 
The teachers as a whole are of a high grade for towns 


_ of this size; they are competent, willing to take suggestions 


and cooperate in every way. The average monthly salary 
of teachers this year is $60, as compared to $45 last year. 


_ The salaries will inevitably be higher next ‘year as there is _ 


a serious shortage of teachers, not only in New Hampshire 
but all over the country. Commissioner Claxton reports’ 
that 20,000 schools are now closed because teachers could 


_ not be obtained and that 40,000 schools now have teachers — 


of less than a high school education. 

he school buildings in this town as a whole are in a 
rather poor state of repair. There is not a building in 
town that fully meets the minimum requirements of the State 


Board of Education and the State Board of Health. This 
condition will have to be remedied as soon as possible if 


Piermont is to receive State Aid as provided in the new 
law.
